Q. Mainly so! A. That Is to tar will yon
let me Jell this in my own way. You ask me
quenions.

Q. I will be glad if you will give me the whole
story. A. Well, it is very short. To tell you
the whole story of the relations between' myself
and Mr. Warden would perhaps, take a long
time, but I can condense it, for all material
points, to a very few words, if you will allow
me. Mr. Warden represented himself to me at
that interview as the head, or chairman, or
president, the general head of the press associa-
tion of the city of the. newspaper correspon--
oents m me city, i ao not rememoer me exact
words he used, but the impression he left on
my mind was that he was the principal man
among the newspaper correspondents here. I
think I am eatlsned that I am. not going to
ao 14m any injustice in mis statement, tie
was going to obtain a contract for me. He was
very earnest to obtain for me a large contract
of over 500,000 yards of pavement, and wanted
me to give bim an interest tothat. He thought
at first that he ought to have a dollar a yard
interest. I am sot certain whether it was Mr.
Warden who mentioned the'doIlarayard,but
somebody did to. me. I think It was he. He
sever obtained that contract. Time after time
he wanted me to go and see the Governor. He
bad'it all arranged. I stayed away from the
Governor. I avoided the Governor on this sub-lec- t.

I never asked the Governor, or any mem- -
berof the Board of Public Works, foracontract

knowledge. I did. however, sometime to Sep.
tember; 1878, lay to'Mr. Warden, "If yon can
procure me a contract for concreting the streets
immediately adjacent to my works, where the
haul from the works to the street will be short,
I will dve von a venr liberal Interest fa those."
He asked me to .name the streets. . I did
so, on a piece of paper. In my presence he
wrote a letter", which be read to me, to the
Governor, atklnir htm for a contract Sat the
Evans Conrete Company on those streets. I
do not know that ho sent the letter. After
that be repeatedly assured me. that everything
was ngm; mat me contract was rignt: mat
ne omv saa to apply for it to ret it; ana mat 1
could have until the 'end of 1874 to lav It In.
I think It was the end of 1S74; some time to
1871: 1 would sot be, positive "about the time
In 187; I still stayed away from the Governor
and from the members of the Board of Public
Works, and had nothing to say to tbem on this'
subject. He Informed me that he had maHe
repeated appointments' with me to meet Gov-

ernor Shepherd, both here and to New York.
One morning, I think it wis in October, as I
was going up .to the Governor's office to see
him to reference to .the settlement of my ac-
counts, he met me and went up with me.
"Now,"he says, "we will fix this: everything
is right; I am going to' get, that contract.1' He
went in ahead of me and, saw the Governor a
moment, or a very short space of time. I fol-

lowed him to. Mr. Shepherd turned to me
nil uld' verr "distinct T. "Evans. I will rive

yon no more 'contracts until yon finish jour
work." I think those were .the'words. He
complimented meon that occasion' by saying
that I was the best man on promises that he
ever met, and the slowest performance.
